The first one was in form of a check for five dollars, from 
a pastor in New York State. The second was from the Saco, Me., auxiliary. 
From this society comes our newly elected home secretary of children’s work for 
New England, Mrs. M. W. Thomas, whom we welcome to a general office. . . . 
We have carefully examined the outline study of India, ‘ Lux Christi,” the map 
and pictures, and are greatly pleased with them. They will give much help for a 
comparatively small outlay. . . . Do you wish to have a glimpse of what the 
HELPER will hold in its pages in the new year? Then read the ‘‘ Open Letter ” 
in this number. Do not overlook the fourth page of cover. . . . In the death 
of Mrs. C. F. Lothrop of Pittsfield, Me., the W. M.S. has lost a friend. Mrs. 
Lothrop and her sister, Mrs. Taylor, recently gave fifty dollars, in memory of their 
mother, for the kindergarten work at Balasore. . . . Miss Hattie Phillips, super- 
intendent of our kindergarten work, is in the Kindergarten’ Training School in 
Minneapolis while at home on furlough. She is keenly alive to the needs of this 
department, which has been well named “the nursery of righteousness,” and is 
hoping and working for sufficient funds to build the proposed Kindergarten Hall, 
by the time she is able to return to India. Miss Phillips has been greatly hampered 
by lack of room—her “ brownies "’ fairly spilled over. It is probable that Rhode 
Island, the State which supports Miss Phillips, will come to the rescue. ‘ Little 
Rhody ” is apt to do that sort of thing! . . . The annual reports, as a whole, 
have much to encourage. Reports of general officers, without exception, show 
material gains in the various lines.of work. Several States have done magnifi- 
cently, others have made perceptible advancement ; some have held their own, 
and a few have fallen behind. It is well to compare the reports of different years 
to see wherein we have made progress and where we have failed to accomplish 
so much as we should ; to discover the weak places and study how they may be 
strengthened. There is always a practical reason behind every gain or loss. 
Back of the record also are the unrecorded deeds of the many local workers to 
whom honor is due, the sweetness of whose reward is. the knowledge that in their 
little day and place they are a part of the great world-forces working Godward. 
. . . « The omission of the reports from the children’s work, East, and from the 
Central States and Ontario, is due to the illness of the secretaries or their families. 
. . . . All missionary workers, of whatever name, will have a sense of personal 
loss in the death of Miss Abbie Child, for thirty years secretary of the Congrega- 
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tional Woman’s Board of Missions. She was one of the most influential members 
of the Ecumenical Conference of Foreign Missions, held in New York, in 1900. 
Miss Child was always sweet of spirit, gentle, courteous, respectful of the opinions 
of the least as well as the greatest. The influence of her life will continue to be 
far-reaching. . . . Remembering how many missionaries are at home on furlough 
and that others must come before these return, we are the more thankful for the 
two new missionaries, Mr. and Mrs. Oxreider—supported by General Conference 
—who sailed in October. Let us especially remember them in prayer, as they 
take up the new duties in the new and strange surroundings. . . . Miss Scott, 
superintendent of the Widows’ Home, has been taking a vacation in the Hills, at 
Surila. She will tell us about it in a later HELPER. . . . Miss Coombs wrote in 
October: “ We are anticipating lively times next month at our annual meeting 
and the Sunday-school convention which precedes it. We shall be utilizing the 
old Press building and all the scheol rooms, besides the bungalows, for guests.”

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A THREE-DOLLAR CHRISTMAS. 

“T cannot do a single thing for Christmas this year!” mused Mary Graves 
as she splashed through mud and sleet on her way home from school one tired 
Friday night. “All these examination papers to correct, my mending three 
weeks behind, and that ever-present board bill. I’ve neither time nor money, 
and if I had I’d just start straight for Helen’s, and sleep through the whole tire- 
some week,” and the tired little teacher winked hard to keep the tears from 
brimming over. She climbed the stairs of the dingy little house she called home 
and stepped into a dingy room into which she had managed, in the mysterious 
womanly way, to bring the atmosphere of home. She lighted her kerosene lamp, 
slipped into a comfortable wrapper, and with a tired sigh that was almost a sob, 
dropped into her wicker rocker. Life was not very attractive to Mary Graves 
that dull December night. She was tired, lonely, homesick. From a dreary 
schoolroom, through a dreary street, to her dreary room, and by and by a dreary 
supper of bread and tea and apple sauce, with ancient ginger cookies. She de- 
cided to indulge in the luxury of a good cry. But as she turned for her hand- 
kerchief she found on her bureau a little bundle of mail which Miss Perkins had 
left for her. A letter from Julie! Oh, how lovely! and then she decided to 
postpone the tears while she read the long letter from her dearest college friend 
who had been now for three years out in India. It was written fine on thin 
paper, just an ordinary letter of the ordinary routine: a week of fever, the every- 
day school life, a short trip to the jungle where she had lived in a tent among 
real wild heathen, a bit about the successful examinations, and at the end these 
few lines personal :— 

“Oh, Mary, Christmas will be ‘ almost here’ when you get this letter. What 
would I not give for the day with you? You can’t think how hungry we get for 
it all—the dear old church ; the gay tree and practicing carols for the Christmas 
concert ; the delicious mince pies and the turkey ; the stockings in the chimney 
corner ; the cold clear starlight ; the bells and the holly and the snow. Do write 
me all about it, Mollie dear. Since sister Jennie died there is no one to write 
the little homey things. We are going to celebrate with some real home-made 
bread this year, if the flour isn’t carried away by the weevils, and we have a can 
of real apple sauce which will remind us of home. Will you be with Helen this 
year, 1 wonder? You must miss the old home church, and you never speak of 
any missionary interest where you are now. MHaven’t you a woman’s circle or a 
mission band? I wish someone would send me a Christmas box for my 
Brownies here; nothing expensive and nothing bulky, on account of freight 
charges. Last year I had such a nice box when Ida J. came back, but this year 
we'll have to do the best we can with some left-over cards and a few pencils, but 
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it will be a merry Christmas for the children and a happy Christmas for me, for 
I shall be busy every minute. There have been some hard things to meet out 
here, but after all this is the happiest life in the whole world, and seeing Christ 
born again in these poor sinful hearts makes a perpetual Christmas Day. The 
hardest thing is that we can’t begin to reach them all. Don’t our home churches 
care, Mary? Do you think they 4now the need? We are so crippled for lack 
of funds and the board are so anxious not to increase the debt that they have 
had to cut down instead of adding to our appropriations, but I will not burden 
you for I know that you are doing all you can. Your Bible woman, Anama, just 
came in with shining eyes to tell me of a new caste house opened, and a dear 
little high caste widow who listened so hungrily to her message, your message, 
dear, for she is your substitute. But I must stop. Good-night,—or rather to you 
good-morning,—from your loving Julie.” 

The bell rang for the apple sauce and tea and Mary ran down. Somehow 
her thought had changed and instead of reflecting on her own dreariness, she 
turned to Julie. Julie who was so fastidious, who loved the esthetic! How did 
she ever endure it? Think of bread and apple sauce for a Christmas /vea#. Miss 
Perkins looked at her several times as she rather absently drank her tea. 

“You didn’t get bad news, did you? I see you had a letter from India.” 


“Oh, no,” said Mary, rousing herself. ‘“ By the way, Miss Perkins, haven’t 
you a missionary circle here?” 
“ A what?” 


“A circle for foreign missionary work.” 

“Oh, no, we don’t feel any call to do outside. The minister’s salary is ’way 
behind now, and if we can’t tend to ourselves I guess we’d better not begin on 
the heathen. I never believed much in that kind of thing. The Lord made ’em 
and I guess he can save ’em without my help.” 

But Mary was not discouraged by this burst of logic and went upstairs again 
and sat down to her quiet evening. Suddenly she exclaimed :— 

““T believe I could afford a missionary Christmas. Life seems somehow 
better worth living when I hear from the other side and know that a part of my 
hard-earned shekels can really help those shut-in souls. I have such a wide 
outlook, why shouldn’t I help some of these Selftown people to a broader 
horizon, too?’ She took her purse and carefully counted the contents. ‘“ By 
giving up my picture frame, I think I can afford three dollars for my Christmas 
gifts. It would not buy one ordinary present, and there are at least a dozen 
people, besides my Sunday-school class, to be remembered. Well, here goes for 
my list.” As she wrote she kept up a mental comment. ‘“ Miss Perkins shall have 
the missionary magazine. Poor soul! she has no outlook at all. She never 
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reads anything but the Se//town Weekly Journal, but she will have to read this if 
I give it to her. She can’t escape my glittering eye. Then to Helen—I’ll send 
the Prayer Calendar, she is so shut in with her invalid mother; but they can 
both pray for the missionaries and their prayers will be heard. I believe I’ll give 
a calendar to Mrs. Devine, our minister’s wife. She is a dear young thing, just 
the one to interest in missions. I am sure she does not know or she would care. 
It may start me on a suggestion fora circle. What can I get for Agnes and 
Jessie? They have everything and they give me such lovely things. I believe 
I'll give them each a copy of “ Andaloo.”’ Only fifteen cents each and such an 
interesting, true story! Then for Aunt Jane and Sarah Benton I’ll mount that 
exquisite wistaria on violet ribbon for little wall banners, twenty cents each—and 
oh, my class! What can I get for ten lively boys? I wonder if I could get 
Around the World. I see they have clubs of twenty-five at the ten-cent rate. 
I’ll try to make two of the other teachers do the same and for a dollar I’ll provide 
those youngsters good up-to-date missionary reading for a year. Now let’s see, 
there are seventeen people already and I still have loads of money left. I wonder 
if I dare send that little booklet ‘ For if We Believe’ to Mrs. Merton. She is so 
crushed over her daughter’s death ! 

“ Dear Julie doesn’t need any missionary inspiration, but ought to have a 
little luxury. I have fifty cents left. I have it! There is that lovely illustrated 
Christmas number of Scribner's. It shall go straight off to-morrow and will give 
her a little brightness and change. And still I have fifteen cents left. Oh, dear! 
I had forgotten Cousin Kate and her baby. There isn’t time to crochet socks 


and he has more pairs than he has toes. I'll make him a member of the Cradle 
Roll, bless his dear little heart. It may remind Kate of her mother’s love for 
missions, and suggest that in her devotion to that baby, she is not doing all she 
might for the Christ-child. Five cents still—was there ever such an elastic three 
dollars—what can I do with it? I know! It shall buy a stamp and I'll write to 
the Rooms and find out the very lonesomest, forlornest, farthest-away missionary 
and send her the jolliest Christmas letter she ever had. I'll tuck in a sprig of 
holly and some funny little stories and lots of love, and—I do believe I am getting 
into the old Christmas whirl after all. I shall have to hurry to get it all done, so 
come on, examination papers, and let me hustle you out of the way and get toa 
pleasanter task.”

None of these should exceed three minutes, and so far as possible they 
should be talks, not papers. The foregoing program was prepared by the 
Central committee on United Study of Missions. A leaflet containing the six 
programs can be obtained of Mrs. S. C. G. Avery, Wells Branch, Me., at ten 
cents per dozen, or two cents each. The committee urge that four things should 
be borne constantly in mind by those using the lessons :— 

First. The map and pictures are indispensable to intelligent study. 

Second. Whether by the use of these programs or those prepared by the 
circle, the whole chapter should be included in some way. Two or three papers 
on the most attractive topics touched upon in any given chapter may be inter- 
esting, but will utterly fail to give the comprehensive, connected information that 
has been so abundantly furnished by the author. 

Third. An essential part of the plan of these studies is that no circle should 
fail to use the items of current missionary interest which will be furnished by each 
society. This exercise should not occupy more than fifteen minutes at most. 

Fourth. ‘Prayer moves the Arm that moves the world,” and in every 
meeting there should be several prayers—mo¢ alone for the individual church or 
circle, but for the nations that sit in darkness as well.

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TWENTY-NINTH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 


FREE BAPTIST WOMAN'S MISSIONARY SOCIETY 
MINUTES, 

THE twenty-ninth annual meeting of the Free Baptist Woman’s Missionary 
Society was held at the Paige Street church, Lowell, Mass., Oct. 9, 1902, accord- 
ing to the following call printed in the Morning Star according to the Constitu- 
tion :— 


The annual meeting of the Free Baptist Woman's Missionary Society will be held at the Paige 
Street Free Baptist church, Lowell, Mass., Thursday, Oct. 9, 1902, at 9.30 A. M., for the purpose of 
electing officers and transacting such other business as may come before it. 

Carolina, R, I., Sept. 12, 1902. ALICE M,. METCALF, Rec. Sec. 


The president was in the chair. 

Miss Harriet A. Deering was sworn into office and acted in absence of the 
secretary. 

Mrs. S. C. G. Avery led in prayer. 

Records of the board were read. At ten o’clock the Quiet Hour was ob- 
served, the reading of the records being suspended for a few minutes for that 
purpose. Dr. Mary W. Bacheler led in prayer. 

The following amendment was made to the board records : That the price of 
shares in our missionaries’ salaries be changed from $25 to $10, except that of 
Miss Emilie Barnes. 

Records were accepted and approved. 

The report of joint committee was made by Miss L. A. DeMeritte, and 
accepted. 

The report of the special committee to formulate some resolution for showing 
our appreciation of the services of those who have served many years on the 
board, was made and accepted. 

Voted, That the assistant secretary be requested to write words of sympathy 
to such officers as are absent on account of sickness, expressing our regret at 
their absence. 

The report of the New England secretary, Mrs. A. B. Webber, was read by 
Mrs. S. A. Porter, and accepted. . 

The report of Central secretary was omitted from the program. 

The report of the Western secretary, Mrs. A. A. McKenney, was read by 
Miss Clara M. Law, and accepted. 

The report of secretary for children’s work, West, was read by Mrs. Par- 
menter, and adopted. 

The treasurer’s report was read and accepted. 
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The report of the Cradle Roll Department was read by Miss Flora Tuck, and 
accepted. 

Report of editor of MissionARY HELPER was read by Mrs. R. M. F. Buzzell, 
and accepted. 

The report of the publisher of the Missionary HELPER was read and 
accepted. 

The report of the publication committee, Mrs. S. A. Porter, chairman, was 
read and accepted. 

The report of Bureau of Missionary Intelligence, by Mrs. S. C. G. Avery, 
was read and accepted. 

The report of the Western committee, Mrs. M. A. W. Bachelder, chairman, 
also the report of our Western agent, Rev. Elizabeth Moody, were read by Miss 
Clara M. Law, and accepted. 

Miss DeMeritte here announced that she had just secured a twenty-dollar 
life membership fee. 

Voted, To take a recess until 2 P. M. 

Benediction was pronounced by Rev. Lewis Dexter. 

Adjourned. 

At 2 P. M. the society met according to adjournment. The president was in 
the chair. 

Devotional services were led by Mrs. M. W. Thomas. 

Voted, That the annual report be printed in the HELPER, and the treasurer 
be authorized to pay the bills. 

Voted, That the proposed amendment in Article IV of the Constitution shall 
read as follows :— ; 

“ The officers of the society shall be a president, a vice-president from each 
Yearly Meeting or Association Society, who shall be the same person as is the 
president of a Yearly Meeting or Association Society ; a corresponding secretary, 
a recording secretary, and an assistant recording secretary when needed; a 
treasurer, and an assistant treasurer when needed ; an auditor, who, with thirteen 
other women, shall constitute a board of managers, seven of whom may form a 
quorum. President, corresponding and recording secretaries, and treasurer shall 
be elected by a written or printed ballot, and all other officers may be chosen by 
yea and nay votes. These officers shall be elected annually and shall hold their 
offices until their successors are elected and qualified.” 

Voted, That the proposed amendment to Article V of the Constitution be 
adopted so that Article V shall read as follows :— 

“This society shall act as an associate worker with the General Conference 
of Free Baptists, and elect each year of the triennial session of said Conference, 
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three persons as members of a joint committee of reference between the Free 
Baptist Woman’s Missionary Society and the General Conference of Free 
Baptists, who shall consider any questions of mutual interest that may be sub- 
mitted to them.” 

Voted, That Article I, Section 5, of By-Laws be amended as proposed, so 
that it shall read as follows :— 

‘The home secretaries shall have oversight of the work of the society relat- 
ing to organization, like auxiliaries, children’s work, and Cradle Roll; and they 
shall be called home secretaries of departments over which they have the over- 
sight, as home secretary of auxiliary department, home secretary of children’s 
department, and home secretary of Cradle Roll department. These departments 
may be changed or added to as needs shall arise. These home secretaries shall 
conduct correspondence, organize, and do all other work needed to give 
efficiency to their special departments, presenting to the society an annual report.” 

Voted, That Article II, Section 2, be amended as proposed, so that it shall 
read as follows :— 

“ Bureau of Intelligence.—This department of work is designed to afford a 
medium of circulating missionary intelligence among auxiliaries and churches. It 
shall be under the care of a committee, who shall report annually to the society.”’ 

Voted, To amend Article II, Section 3, by omitting the words “ with the 
annual reports of the several missionaries.” 

The report of the committee on the HELPER, as read by Mrs. Buzzell, was 
adopted. 

Voted, To accept the proposed changes in the Manual. 

Voted, To authorize the committee to print a thousand copies. 

The report of the corresponding secretary, Mrs. S. C. G. Avery, was read 
and accepted. 

Collection was taken. 

Voted, That the assignments to the States for money to be raised, and copies 
of HELPERS to be taken, be the same as last year. 

The nominating committee reported through its chairman, Mrs. A. M. 
Cousins. 

Ballots were cast for four general officers, and others were elected by ballot 
cast by secretary. [See page 361. | 

The chairman on committee ot resolutions reported, and it was voted to 


adopt the following :— 

Whereas we are reminded that, as we meet to-day, our highly honored and loved co-worker, 
Mrs. M. M. H. Hills, has been promoted from earthly to heavenly service since our last meeting; 
that she was one of the charter members of our society, bringing to it experience and love gained as 
an officer of the Female Foreign Missionary Society, the first national organization of women for 
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missions in this country; that during all the years Mrs. Hills proved an ever faithful and most intelli- 
gent worker, carrying the interests of the work on her mind and heart constantly, and that even in 
the last years, when age prevented attendance at meetings, her prayers and sympathy and gifts were 
still ours ; therefore 

Resolved, That as we recall her noble life it shall ever prove an inspiration to us to emulate her 
example, and we pray that her gentle, resolute spirit may fall upon those who carry forward the work 
so dear to her. 

Resolved, That we recognize with gratitude our Father's kindly leading through the past year, 
and that we commit our ways to him for the year tocome, In recognizing our dependence on him 
for wisdom and material help, we call upon all our workers to observe the Quiet Hour of ten o'clock 
daily, by looking to him to be filled with his strength, expecting in response to our self-surrender to 
have all needful things given unto us. 

Resolved, That we reaffirm our resolution of tg90r urging that free use be made of our leaflet 
“ How to Organize,” by Yearly Meeting, Association, Conference, and Quarterly Meeting officers, for 
the purpose of forming auxiliaries, and that State officers through the aid of Quarterly Meeting 
officers, or otherwise, secure women in each church, where there is no auxiliary, who shall act as 
agents of the society for securing subscribers for the MISSIONARY HELPER and membership fees, 
and provide for an annual observance of the thank-offering, forming an auxiliary wherever practica- 
ble. 

Resolved, That we regard with appreciation the efforts made during the past year to increase 
the circulation of the MISSIONARY HELPER, and realize the need of continued efforts in this direc- 
tion. We therefore instruct the publishing agent to continue the policy that has been pursued to 
secure agents for the HELPER, and to stimulate those now acting as agents to get new subscribers 
and to secure the renewal of all present subscriptions. Realizing that the thank-offering is an in- 
creasing source of strength to the Free Baptist Woman's Missionary Society, both spiritually and 
financially, we hereby express our appreciation of the efforts made in its behalf by the finance com- 
mittee, by State officers, and by local auxiliaries, 

Resolved, That we recommend, and urge, the use of the thank-offering boxes, during all the 
year, by the membership of the F. B. Woman's Missionary Society, and the opening of these boxes at 
the thank-offering service in May. 

Resolved, That at each annual meeting a committee on resolutions be elected, whose duty it 
shall be to receive and prepare, for presentation at an early session of the next annual meeting, such 
resolutions as may come to them from any source during the year, and also upon any subjects that 
in their judgment may require action by the society. 

Resolved, That as we have adopted a system of reporting both contributions and work, we urge 
the necessity of adhering thereto; that contributions pass from auxiliary to Quarterly and Yearly 
Meeting treasurer, and thence to the general treasurer; the same system to be observed with all 
reports of work, the auxiliary secretary reporting through Quarterly Meeting to the Yearly Meeting 
secretary, who shall report to the home secretary in September each year. 

Resolved, That, having listened with interest and gratitude to the reports of our missionaries, as 
presented by our corresponding secretary, we congratulate each missionary and teacher on the suc- 
cess that has attended her work for the past year, and pledge to each our love and prayers for the 
future. 

Whereas the Interdenominational Course of Mission Study is so admirably adapted to our own 
line of work, and of so great advantage in keeping us in touch with the work of other societies, 

Resolved, ‘That special effort be made to introduce it into every auxiliary, and that to this end 
each Yearly Meeting society requests its own quarterly organizations to communicate directly with 
their local society asking that it be given an important place in their work of the year. 

Resolved, That we extend most cordial] thanks to the ladies of the Paige Street Free Baptist 
church of Lowell, for the generous entertainment furnished to the visiting members of the Woman's 
Missionary Society at this annual session. 
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Voted, That the president appoint a committee of five to nominate officers 
for the year 1903. 

Voted, That a committee of three on resolutions be appointed. 

A workers’ conference was then conducted by Mrs. Mosher, who reported 
her visit to Storer College. 

This was followed by discussion of questions relative to the greater efficiency 
of our society.

REPORT OF CORRESPONDING SECRETARY. 

ANOTHER year has passed into history, and again we come to our annual 
meeting to take a retrospective view of the work we have been doing as a society 
since Oct. I, Igor. 

INDIA FIELD. 


BALASORE. 

Missionaries supported by the Free Baptist Woman’s Missionary Society : 
Miss J. J. Scott, Dr. Shirley H. Smith, Miss E. E. Barnes, Miss Hattie P. Phillips 
(on furlough). 

Miss Scott, the superintendent of Dorcas Smith Widows’ Home, finds the 
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work in the Home somewhat easier than last year. There is a better acquaint- 
ance and understanding between superintendent and inmates. The regular 
methods of life and work seem less irksome even to the most lawless. The phy- 
sical condition of every one of the women and children at present in the Home 
speaks well for the daily regimen. 

Her zenana work has increased the past year, having a number more pupils 
and one new teacher who has begun work in a district not previously visited. 
The way she is received into the homes, the interest shown, the willingness to 
pay a small fee for teaching, are very encouraging. Many of the pupils can read 
the Bible and other religious books prepared in simple form, and in some of the 
houses the men and boys ask for tracts. One day after she had left the house 
of a wealthy babu, whose daughter was a pupil, a boy ran after her and put a 
paper into her hand on which was written in good English, “ Please let me have 
a tract or a book which you may have; I am very desirous to read it.” Of 
course it was gladly given, with the prayer that it may be as bread cast upon the 
water to be found again. After working so many years in the homes of the peo- 
ple, Miss Scott is of course a fairly well known person and the school boys, anx- 
ious to show their knowledge of English, greet her on the street with somewhat 
amusing salutations. For example, “ Good morning, Miss Scott. Oh, my dear, 
where are you going?” 

The studies of the pupils and work of the teachers have been little hindered 
by illness throughout the year. The freedom from plague and famine so wonder- 
fully experienced by all classes of people in the town and district call for gratitude 
and praise. One of the old, faithful bullocks, that so long drew the zenana cart, 
died last January, and as the other seemed likely to follow, a new pair were bought. 
Although the country seems to swarm in bullocks, it took months to find the 
right sort. When the hot weather is on in full force, the teachers appreciate the 
steady, if slow, trot of the bullock cart, as it takes them to and from their work. 
Other branches of her work, such as her teachers’ class, the woman’s missionary 
meeting and other meetings, have kept up well in numbers and interest. 

It has been about six months more than a year since Dr. Shirley Smith went 
to Balasore. She has charge of the Christian girls’ school which closed the year 
with fifty-one names on the roll. Of the girls who went up for examination this 
year, two passed in the upper primary and six in the lower primary examinations. 
The number of English classes has been reduced, and English is now taught in 
the three upper classes, per order of the Educational Department. At the Yearly 
Meeting, held in November, the prize- giving for the past two years has been held. 
It was attended by Europeans of the station, missionaries, native gentlemen 
interested in the education of girls, and friends of the pupils. The exercises 
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consisted of songs and recitations in English, Bengali, and Oriya. The prizes 
were saris for the lower and upper primary girls ; silver medals, given by a native 
gentleman, for the girls of the middle vernacular class ; and work-boxes for those 
standing highest in sewing, knitting, good conduct, and regularity of attendance. 
They were given by the wife of the magistrate. 

There has been one change in the staff of teachers. The teacher of English 
has been dismissed, and Dr. Smith is teaching English until another teacher can 
be secured. The kindergarten, during Miss Phillips’s absence, has been under 
the charge ef Mrs. Nundy, an educated native woman, who has done careful, 
faithful work. The average attendance has been a little over fifty-five. Two 
Hindu children are about to enter the school, and more are promised. Seven 
of the girls have been transferred to the girls’ school, and five of the little ones 
have gone to learn from the Great Teacher. Dr. Smith has not given a large 
share of her time to medical work, as she could do but little without knowing the 
language which she has only partially acquired. About a hundred dispensary 
patients have been treated, and forty or fifty have been visited and treated in 
their homes. Several times she has been called to wealthy gentlemen’s homes to 
see zenana ladies. She has supplied some medicines for other stations, and has 
made one professional visit to Santipore. Besides these she is physician for the 
Orphanage. There is much need of a good medical school for women in that 
country, and a request has already come for the formation of a class to fit native 
young women to practice medicine. One young woman would like to take up 
work at once, but is unable to pay all of her necessary expenses. Is there not 
some one who would like to help her? 

Miss Barnes went to Balasore and entered upon her duties as superintendent 
of Sinclair Orphanage just as Miss Gaunce left for home in March, so that most 
of her time for the year was spent in Bhadrak. Miss Gaunce, who has done 
faithful work in the Orphanage for several years, and was much beloved, has been 
obliged, on account of failing health, to go home, and her illness has doubtless 
prevented her sending a report of the work done in the Orphanage the past year, 
therefore the report will necessarily be brief. There are at present fifty-one girls 
living in the Orphanage. Four of them are teachers, two in the day school, and 
two in the kindergarten. Dr. Shirley Smith is a great help to Miss Barnes in 
treating and caring for the sick. It is interesting and encouraging to notice how 
many people and societies in the homeland are working for the support of the 
girls in Sinclair Orphanage. The superintendent asks earnest prayers for them, 
especially for the older ones. 

Mr. Ager said, when he visited Bhadrak about the time of Miss Barnes’s 
leaving, he found everything in perfect order, for which thanks are due Miss 
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Barnes. In the annual Bible examination at this station the class of Bible 
women did better than for many years. Rutni received a prize. Part of Decem- 
ber and nearly all of January were spent in touring in cold season work. Two 
colporteurs, two Bible women from Balasore, Rutni, and Miss Barnes made up 
a party of six workers. Last year they borrowed a tent, a part of the cold 
season, but this year had one of their own which kind friends in America helped 
to buy, thus enabling these workers to reach some villages hitherto unvisited, 
where they were gladly received by attentive listeners. A little girl, found in 
December, needing home and care, is now in Sinclair Orphanage. In both old 
and new places visited the work was very encouraging. Often the poor people 
would say, “ Why do you come to these poor houses to tell us these things?” 
How gladly they are told these good tidings are for the poor as truly as for the 
rich. Less work was done in the markets at book selling than last year, and 
more done in the villages. Still, nearly thirty-five rupees’ worth were sold, which 
means a good many one-pice books. The Woman’s Missionary Society has held 
its meetings regularly, and by the year’s contributions aided two good causes. 
The day school continues with the same teachers, and considering the difficulties 
in the way of its improvements, is going on very well. Bhadrak is a fine station 
for work and should have a resident missionary family. Since Miss Barnes and 
her Bible woman, Rutni, were transferred to Balasore, the only workers there 
are Caleb and his wife. 


MIDNAPORE. 

Missionaries supported by the Woman’s Missionary Society: Miss L. C. 
Coombs, Miss E. M. Butts, and Dr. Mary W. Bacheler (on furlough). 

Miss Coombs speaks of the permeating influences of zenana and school 
work, when again and again she is called to new houses and is told, “ When we 
lived in such and such a place a teacher used to come to our house, and now we 
have come to Midnapore we want to keep up our lessons ;” or, when going 
around with the Bible women, those who can read are found and on asking how 
or where they learned they say, “ We used to go to a mission school, and have 
heard these teachings before.” Sometimes pupils who have left our school as 
newly married girls, after a year or two are asking to be taught in sume zenana as 
a 50 (daughter-in-law). Miss Coombs has been called to more wealthy families 
this year than formerly, for it is getting to be “‘ the thing ” for a girl to know how 
to read if she is to secure a desirable husband. While this may not be called 
the best motive, our workers seize the opportunity to present the teachings of 
our Lord. Miss Coombs has twenty-five Mohammedan pupils, at present, more 
than for many years. The average number of pupils in her school has been one 
hundred. Formerly, if sickness or death came to the house in which’ they 
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taught, many would say it was because the gods were displeased that they allowed 
these people to come and teach another religion, and so were punishing them. 
Because of this, the teacher’s visits would have to be discontinued ; but this year, 
although death has come to several houses, no one has forbidden the teachers’ 
coming, but rather they have been asked to repeat some of the things they had 
taught before. The zenana school is larger than for several years, and the faith- 
ful teacher takes great delight in teaching her pupils hymns and verses. 

Miss Coombs was in Santipore three months helping Mrs. Mary R. Phillips. 
During this time Mrs. Murphy kindly looked after her teachers, and went with 
them when she could. The W. C. T. U. and women’s C. E. meetings are in the 
hands of the sisters and are well kept up. They have kept up the support of the 
famine orphan at Balasore, and are much interested in this work. Miss Coombs 
has given up the Sunday-school superintendency, believing it is better that the 
native Christians should fill these positions. 

Miss Butts, speaking of the Hindu primary schools, says the superintending 
of these schools involves a good deal of clerical work which one often feels is not 
strictly legitimate missionary effort, but the past year has shown more clearly than 
ever that the time and money expended on these schools are calculated to pro- 
duce as encouraging results as equal amounts expended in any other line of 
missionary effort. There is ample evidence that the contact with missionaries 
and native Christians, resulting from mission superintendence, together with the 
Christian instruction given, is tending to loosen the strong hold of many a social 
and religious superstition. Pupils who spend from two to six years in these © 
schools learn to trust the missionaries, to believe in their truthfulness ard sincerity 
of purpose, as they can never trust or believe in their own religious teachers, 
many of whom are notoriously wicked. The older and more thoughttul pupils 
do not fail to see how much purer are the moral teachings of Christianity than 
those of Hinduism. At present there are 475 pupils in these schoo!s, 100 «f 
whcm are girls. This is an increase of 95 over the number reported last year. 
Seven of the schools are within the municipality of Midnapore, and nine in villages 
situated from two to twenty five miles from the town. ‘Three of the schools in 
tcwn are-for girls only. These are supported almost entirely from mission funds, 
owing to the indifference of most people in Midnapore in the edt cation cf girls. 
lowing the year, three schools have been closed and four have been opened ‘n 
new places where there were more y;upils and where the people showed greater 
willingness to receive religious instruction. Miss Butts recently visited, tor the 
first time, two of the four new schools opened this year, and was much pleased 
with their understanding of the catechism. They had also memorized the Ten 
Commandments and twelve Bible verses. The men of the villages treated her 
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most respectfully and hoped she would come often to give their children “ such 
good instruction.” One of the principal men of the village, who spoke English 
well, assured her they were much more liberal than their fathers. ‘ My father,” 
said he, “ far from allowing Christian instruction in his village, would turn aside 
into the field, if he saw a Christian approaching in the road, to avoid meeting 
him.” Though times have changed, alas! the old idolatrous worship is still kept 
up in all these villages. The Christian village girls’ school, now in Miss Butts’s 
charge, numbers forty-three pupils, including fifteen very small boys. The 
teacher of the youngest pupils also attends Mrs. Wyman’s kindergarten as assistant 
and learner. Her improved manner of teaching shows the benefit derived from 
the instruction and practice. Three girls took the upper primary examination, 
and two passed. One of these is now assistant teacher in Miss Coombs’s zenana 
girls’ schools, and the other, a waif rescued and supported by Miss Coombs, is 
now at school in Calcutta. 

During the Bible school term from March to October, Miss Butts had an 
English class of young men, and a Bible class for the wives of the married 
students. Most of these women need instruction not only in Bible truth, but in 
the simplest principles of hygiene, treatment of the sick, caring for their children, 
etc. Each woman in the class has a baby, a year or two old, and these babies 
were serious hindrances to the lessons. ‘Two Santal women were the best pupils 
in the class. They showed the result of Mrs. Burkholder’s careful training while 
they were in the girls’ school at Bhimpore. 


HOME FIELD. 
STORER COLLEGE. 


Teachers paid wholly or in part by the Woman’s Missionary Society: Mrs. 
Lura B. Lightner, Miss M. J. Baker, Mrs. Elizabeth Mosher McDonald, Miss 
Claire Sands, Miss Ella V. Smith. 

Miss Smith writes that another year has rolled into eternity, leaving to 
stren; then and teach needed lessons the memory not only of mistakes, failures, 
heartaches, and discouragements, but of good done, helpful words and kind ac's 
given and received whose influence lives on and on. She feels the need of two 
agents in the field : a financial agent to represent the needs, opportunities, and pos- 
sib 1 ties of the school, inducing people to give more generously ; and a recruiting 
agent, to secure a larger number of pupils. We could then have extended courses 
of study, increased force of instructors, a broadened field of labor. Such men 
should be salaried and kept at work ; the first during the entire year, the second 
during the vacation months and the early part of the school year. It is believed 
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that no school of the size and financial equipment of Storer, has sent out into the 
world a more thoughtful, earnest, energetic class of young men and women as 
teachers, preachers, or business managers. Certainly no school has had a more 
earnest, consecrated set of teachers. She speaks of the need of an earnest, con- 
secrated, spiritual young man for their pulpit and to take charge of the depart- 
-ment of Biblical literature. The great need for the fitting up of the dormitories is 
single iron bedsteads. 

Miss Sands found every period, last year, full of work, and her greatest wish 
was for more time to do the many necessary things. Her senior class in Painter’s 
English literature was enthusiastic over the “ Merchant of Venice ” and “ Lady 
of the Lake,” and wrote creditable reviews of several works read in class. The 
junior class in American literature completed the work laid down by Painter in 
the two terms allotted them, and also read “ Evangeline.” They each read two 
books and reported them to the class. Much of Irving, Cooper, and Hawthorne 
was thus brought vividly before them. In rhetoric special attention was given to 
sentence construction and practical work in composition. The class, as a whole, 
showed improvement over those of other years in correct English and connected 
thought. The reading table in the library was greatly helped by the good liter- 
ature sent from the North. Several current magazines and papers have been 
supplied regularly by teachers and other friends. An adjoining room has been 
set aside for the geological specimens, enlarging the seating capacity of the 
library and improving its appearance. While the work fails to reach the desired 
standard and there are some discouraging days, still the many signs of progress 
cause great hope for the future. The honorable lives and continued success of 
the alumni are constant sources of encouragement calling for increased zeal and 
greater effort in every line of work. 

Mrs. McDonald sends a brief report of the classes taught by her through the 
year. She had six classes during the fall and winter terms, and five in the spring 
term. The branches taught were Cesar, geography, United States history, gen- 
eral history, language, Iliad. In the spring term, anniversary work took the place 
of the last mentioned study. Remembering Mrs. McDonald’s thorough. fitting 
for her work, her earnest, tender, devoted spirit, we are not surprised to find good 
results from whatever she undertakes. Although the cares of motherhood may 
prevent her returning to the classroom for a time, her influence for good will be 
felt on the lives she touches. It is hoped she may long be spared to. comfort, to 
cheer, to encourage all to do their best. 

Miss Baker writes the whole number of young ladies enrolled, on the Myrtle 
Hall register last year was fifty-one, though not all were there the entire year. 
Some came in late and a few dropped out, for various reasons. Cookery wis 
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taught to thirty-one and sewing to forty-six. The work of the girls in sewing was 
very satisfactory, the beginners especially doing excellent work. There was no 
epidemic of gvifpe or bad colds during-the year, and no cases of severe illness in 
the building. One of the younger girls, Etta Marsh, returned to school after the 
holidays with a severe cold ; as it did not improve, it was thought best for her to 
return home for a short time. She steadily grew worse at home and passed away 
a few months later. She is greatly missed among her associates. The school 
received, in midwinter, a barrel of nice, comfortable clothing, from Carolina, 
R. I., which contained*’a much needed and very helpful contribution to the work 
of the sewing-room. The study room of Myrtle Hall was supplied with good, 
interesting reading matter by various friends who sent illustrated papers and 
magazines which the girls enjoyed very much. The Dexter Library has recently 
had a valuable gift of five historical works from Mr. Tilley of Providence, R. I., 
which is much appreciated. 

From Mrs. Lightner we learn that her school work began Oct. 3, six days 
late. The tardiness was caused by a hurried visit to Maine after General Confer- 
ence. She says: “ The memory of that beautiful morning comes back to me as 
I write. I entered the schoolroom to find the machinery in full working order 
and had only to slide into my place, relieve those who had kindly substituted for 
me, and go on with the work. I found on looking over the room that there were 
more young men than the year before, that the entering class was large and that 
the senior class would be the largest since 1894. The year has been unmarked 
by any great excitement, but has been characterized by steady plodding and 
close attention to routine work. On the threshold of a new school year my mind 
turns to thoughts of the future. More and more serious grows the task of train- 
ing our young people to meet the conditions that will surround their lives. 
Slowly and prayerfully must we go. If our steps seem slow and halting to those 
who would urge us forward, let them remember that we are still in the wilderness. 
It has not yet been given us to enter the Promised Land.” 

Beside working in India and Sterer College, the Woman’s Missionary Society 
is carrying comfort, cheer, and spiritual uplifting through the West, in the person 
of Rev. Elizabeth Moody, our Western agent; and helping fit students for the 
work of the Gospel ministry at the Manning Bible School, Cairo, IIl., by paying 
part of the salary of Mrs. Arter, wife of the principal. As the reports come in 
from the different departments of our work, we hear the call over and over again, 
“‘ More workers, more money!” Should this cause discouragement? Does the 
farmer mourn because his crops are so large, he needs help to gather and 
additional room to house them? Will the merchant grieve because his business 
has so increased that he must double his clerical force? Is not God calling us 
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in the language found in Mal. 3 : 10? With one of old shall we not ask, ‘“ What 
shall I render unto the Lord for all his benefits toward me?” 

Each year as we meet in annual session we find vacant seats. Some whom 
we were wont to meet and delighted to honor have passed “ within the veil,” 
others through illness or the weight of years are kept away. We thank God for 
their lives, for the memory and the influence that will never pass away. When 
the summons comes to each ef us, as it will some day, to step aside from active 
duties, or to enter the “ great beyond,” can it be truthfully said, “She hath done 
what she could”?

THE harvest is a season of thankfulness. To-day, as we bind the shining 
sheaves with the golden threads of loyalty and true stewardship, “ our hearts burn 
within us.”

The Maine Free Baptist Woman’s Missionary Society has enjoyed a year of 
rich blessings and marked success. Five new auxiliaries have been organized, and 
there has been an increase of 143 members. The amount of receipts proves the 
increase of interest. Again has the apportionment of $2,0e0 been more than 
met. The amount raised is $2,233.04, with $63.08 additional for incidental fund. 
The thank: offering is the largest ever made. No large gifts have been received 
—the largest individual offering being $25. As examples of greater interest we 
cite two Q. M.’s, one of which in 1901 raised $39.64, and during the year past 
has paid into the treasury $130.83. The other has increased its receipts from 
$77.83 to $143.40. Figures cannot represent the larger intelligence and deeper 
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spirituality resulting from the efforts made to bring about these financial condi- 
tions. 

Our MIssIONARY HELPER agent, Mrs. Jennie Greenleaf, brought a most 
cheering report to our annual meeting—a gain of 58 subscribers. Mrs. Green- 
leaf strongly urged all Q. M. Conferences and local agents to be as careful in 
obtaining renewals as in getting new subscriptions. Should this be done, she felt 
confident that another year we should come much nearer our apportionment of 
1,000. Patient, persistent effort in the Lord’s cause has its sure reward. 

Mrs. May B. Kneeland presented.a cheering report of junior work, and 
Mrs. Jennie M. Randlett gave an interesting account of her year’s work for the 
Cradle Roll. Each of their reports will be found in the reports of the general 
officers of these departments. 

No backward steps were taken in the plans for the work of the coming year. 
The Q. M. and conference presidents are still to act as field agents and organ- 
izers. They are also to appoint some woman in each church, where there is no 
auxiliary, to look after our missionary work. The March and April numbers of 
the MISSIONARY HELPER are to be used again in place of the circular thank- 
offering letter previously used. The attendance at the annual meeting was par- 
ticularly encouraging. both in numbers and personnel. The enthusiasm and 
earnestness of the many younger workers who were present and participated in 
all the exercises was truly inspiring. 

With so much of encouragement we have already entered upon the new 
year with a spirit of hopefulness and firm trust in our Lord, who has granted so 
much of success and led so safely and wisely.

TueEy who overlook the land have only encouraging things to say of our 
Cradle Roll. God has richly blessed it in the past year, and, where it has not 
grown as we would have liked, truth compels it to be said, that the fault lies not 
in the plan or its possibilities. 

A year ago, we counted fifty Rolls. To-day we rejoice in nearly twice as 
many—eighty-two. Last year, cards called for up to that time, for members 
supposed to have been actually enrolled, were seven hundred. During the past 
year 313 more have been given out, carrying the estimated number of our Little 
Light Bearers over the thousand mark. 

Rally Day has been more generally observed, and im some very delightful 
ways. Reports of these will be published in the HeLper. The doll mice box is 
used almost altogether, and is so suitable and suggestive as to be the best of its 
kind yet seen. It is right that we should make our Cradle Roll as attractive to 
the child mind as possible. 

Early in the year our third Cradle Roll child (in Sinclair Orphanage) was 
assigned us. From pictures and letters we have now become interested in litt'e 
Jennie, whom Miss Gaunce assures us is quite an unusual child, as well as in 
Anundini and Bijou. These little ones should be special objects of love and 
prayer to C. R. superintendents, mothers, and children. The Cradle Roll now has 
a secretary in India. Dr. Shirley Smith will watch for its welfare there. It seems 
very fitting that it should have a representative in the land for which it labors. 

Many of the Single Light Bearers have become members of Rolls. The list 
is always open, however, and only lack of time prevents a more direct effort to 
secure these. 

Healthy growth always means new out branchings and demands, and we 
find ourselves met by some of these in this work. Proof is not lacking that it is 
possible to so implant love for the mission cause in these little children that they 
shall not be willing to lay it aside, and for this we rejoice. 

To the query, what we shall do with the children becoming six years of 
age and unwilling to be dropped, and with older ones who wish to juin, the 
Advanced Light Bearer plan presents an answer. Surely we shoal! not turn a 
deaf ear to such requests, nor fail to continue the help for which the lutle ones 
themselves plead. Conducted on the same general lines as the Cridle Roll, the 
Advanced Light Bearer Roll is not intended as a substitute for the j inior society, 
but to ensure, either with the latter, or without it, a continuance of interest in 
missions and of the use of the mite box. 

At, the. last annual meeting the sum of $10 was voted to be usable for Cradle 
Roll purposes,. ‘It has not become. necessary to call for any part of this, At the 
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beginning of last year the department was generously stocked with supplies. 
These have been renewed during the past year, at the expense of the Cradle Roll 
purse. Money on hand at beginning of year, and received, $31.64. Expended 
and due, $29.89. Balance to our credit, $1.75. 

One hundred and forty-six letters and 126 postals have been written in the 
interests of the Roll.

REPORT OF WESTERN COMMITTEE. 

THE wisdom of appointing a field agent is more apparent as the years go by, 
and experiment becomes success. Our Western churches are long distances 
apart ; the workers cannot meet together to gain help, information, and inspira- 
tion as our New England sisters can. A “connecting link” is necessary to 
teach us of each other, and of the special needs of each locality. 

* Teachers are born, not made,” and the same is true of a successful field 
agent who must go from State to State, church to church, home to home. We 
are convinced that our agent was ‘“‘ born, not made,” and we thank God for her 
No good work ean stand by itself; its influence helps every other good work. 
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Our agent is employed in the interest of the Woman’s Missionary Society, but 
reports from many places show that other lines of church and denominational 
work are helped by the spiritual sermons, the information on mission topics, the 
home visits, the quiet talks. This is what we desire. Miss Moody has given the 
details of the work in her report. We hope it will be carefully read. These 
miles of travel, the meeting with strangers, the continuous speaking mean much 
to body and spirit. We ask her to do this work for us. We should give in 
return our hearty co-operation, by our sympathy, our prayers, our support. The 
work is hard physically, but our sister finds many delightful resting-places by the 
way, where cordial welcome and hearty co-operation help to “ make sunshine 
in a shady place.” 

Paying a regular salary to our field agent, as to our other missionaries, has 
added dignity and strength to the work. That it has been done so easily and 
cheerfully is one of the signs of growth. The year commenced in April, so there 
is still something to raise on the special one hundred dollars promised from the 
West. Our Western sisters will please take note of this. Receipts for all money 
received on Miss Moody’s salary have been sent to Miss DeMeritte and are 
credited in HELPER, which also shows all disbursements. 

Reviewing the year, we thank God and take courage for the year to come.

REPORT OF WESTERN FIELD AGENT. 


Can it be that twelve months have really gone’ by since out from the parson- . 
age at Hickory Grove the agent’s last report was sent? Yes, ’tis true, and the 
data for a like report lie stored in a little book before me. 

By adding certain columns I find that nearly eight thousand miles have been 
traveled by rail, and another thousand by carriage, in the year just closing ; but 
the figures give no hint of the long hours of waiting in cheerless stations, of 
transfers, and changes by night and day ; nor a glimpse of the mud, heat, dust, or 
wind encountered in those journeys. But it’s all mingled in there, woven in and 
out with the beautiful freshness and delight of the changing seasons, and climate, 
and people, and work. a } 

Here is still another column which added gives only the figures 2 35, but to 
the book-keeper it means that number of audiences faced for the Master’s sake ; 
that number of attempts to tell his message; bread cast upon the waters that 

many times to return later with its thirty, sixty, or an hundred fold, as it pleaseth him. 
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Another column enumerates the letters written, some less than last year, but 
over six hundred in number. Then the calls made, the visits in the homes, and 
individual talks, all of which has little significance in a formal report but is so 
vital in the real action. i 

There have been some dark days this last year ; it has rained—hard, and at 
times the clouds have settled low ; but out of the mists has come the shining of 
His face, and his voice has whispered, “ Peace, be still ! ” 

As a result of visits made, six auxiliaries have been formed ; others have 
renewed their efforts; chiidren’s societies have been organized; some money 
raised. Best of all, souls have been won for Jesus and churches strengthened. 
Loyalty to the F. B. W. M. S. has not lessened denominational love. The field 
is still one, the work just one. The calls for help have been many, not all could 
be responded to, but this same little book records the fact that from Jan. 1, 1901, 
to Jan. 1, 1902, the agent spoke on an average a little more than five times a 
week the whole year through, and when calls were unheeded ’twas because the 
flesh could do no more. 

Remembrance is asked for, in the Quiet Hour, that wisdom, grace, and 
strength may be granted for each hour’s service of the coming year.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF THE BUREAU OF MISSIONARY 
INTELLIGENCE. 

In the year ending Oct. 1, 1902, the number of orders and letters sent out, 
and the amount of money received, have been very nearly the same as the year 
previous. The orders cover a wider territory and many new names appear on 
our list of patrons. This is especially true of New Brunswick, whose orders this 
year have been forty-three against eleven last year. There is an increasing call 
for leaflets relating to our own work, the kindergarten, Widows’ Home, Sinclair 
Orphanage, sketches of our missionaries and stations, — something interesting, 
instructive, and not too long for a reading in an auxiliary meeting. Besides the 
large number of leaflets, the Bureau has sent out the past year nearly 1,000 
children’s thank- offering boxes, 300 membership cards, and had orders for more 
than 900 thank-offering invitations and envelopes. In renewing exhausted sup- 
plies and purchasing new leaflets, a larger amount has been expended for 
literature than last year. 

Attention is called to a new exercise for the children’s thank-offering service 
called “ The Gratitude Tree,’”’ price 3 cts. It is published by the Woman’s 
Board of the Methodist church, but will be found equally helpful and interesting 
to our mission bands and junior societies. Attention is also called to the receipt 
blanks for use in auxiliaries, price 15 cts. per hundred ; and the programs, maps, 
and pictures used in the study of “ Lux Christi.” As has been reported by the 
publication committee our society has published a new supply of the children’s 
exercise, “ The Reason Why,” price 3 cts., and the dialog, “‘ Another Missionary 
Meeting,” price.1 ct., for older boys and girls. Many have sent a few pennies 
extra when sending orders to pay postage. This means but little to the indi- 
vidual, but in summing up the year’s expenses makes quite a difference in the 
postage bill. The Bureau has paid more than twenty dollars (including ex- 
pressage) for free supplies, during the year. 

This Bureau of Missionary Intelligence is a most important department of 
our work, which should be extended and made more efficient year by year, in 
striving to meet the increasing demands of program committees, leaders of mis- 
sionary meetings, members of auxiliaries and churches, for information concerning 
not simply our own work, but that of the entire mission field at home and abroad.

REPORT OF PUBLICATION COMMITTEE. 


AT the first meeting of the year an effort was made to arouse renewed inter- 
est in the welfare of our HELPER among State agents, and through them among 
their constituency. The list of State agents was divided among members of the 
committee, and a personal letter sent to each, emphasizing the following: (1) 
that churches where HELPERS are not taken be ascertained and addressed ; (2) 
that all pastors be written seeking their public indorsement of the HELPER; (3) 
that the agents become responsible for the presentation of the interests of the 
HELPER at Yearly Meetings—both at the woman’s session and at some general 
service. | 

To awaken the general reader of the HELPER to her wider responsibility, a 
short article was introduced into each issue of the HELPER, one being written 
each month by the committee in turn. 

Five publications have been issued this year, namely, a leaflet on our South- 
ern work entitled “ Storer College ” ; 500 of a children’s exercise entitled, ‘‘ The 
Reason Why,” a reprint from the Congregational Publishing House ; 400 copies 
of “Another Missionary Meeting”; 400 “ Aids and Constitutions for Junior 
Mission Meetings,” and 10,000 auxiliary receipts. 

By invitation our publishing agent visited the New Hampshire Asscciation, 
and spoke in the interests of our magazine. Both hosts and guest report a 
pleasant occasion. 

The committee unite with the publishing agent in joy for the increased 
prosperity of our dear HELPER. Its lengthened subscription list and its shortened 
deficit are just the news to bring encouragement and cheer to our hard workers. 
Let us hope that it be but a presage of brighter times the coming year, when— 
who knows?—there may be no deficit. For the work is His, and the workers 
co-laborers with the Infinite. ~ Susan A. Porter, Chairman.

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REPORT OF PUBLISHING AGENT. 


THE prosperity which has blessed this year 1902 in all parts of our country 
in business and in agriculture has also been felt by the Missionary HELPER, and 
we have to report more favorable conditions than for several years past. Corre- 
spondence early in the year with local agents indicated a very general effort to 
secure new subscribers. In Maine a vigorous effort has been made to secure 
Quarterly Meeting and local agents who would be interested to work for the 
placing of the HELPER in churches where no copies were being taken. Much 
credit is due the State officers, HELPER agents, and all others who have assisted 
in increasing the number of copies taken in that State by sixty. Our friends over 
the line in the Provinces have also shown a zeal worthy of imitation, and many 
new names have been added to our list through their efforts. Our auxiliary sent 
seven copies this year to as many ladies; the coming year the same number of 
copies are to be sent to seven other ladies, and it is expected that some, if not all 
of those who have received the magazine as a gift, will now become voluntary 
subscribers. 

Your publishing agent is in touch with more than one hundred and fifty 
local agents, and she finds that nearly all of them are loyal to the magazine and 
earnest in their efforts in securing and maintaining a large and promptly paid 
subscription list. 

Less has been done in the way of offering premiums for new subscribers 
than for several years past ; however, these offers seem not to have been missed, 
as we have made a gain in subscriptions. This policy has reduced our expenses 
somewhat. The club offers which were made, offering the HELPER in connection 
with other magazines at greatly reduced prices, proved acceptable to a number 
of our readers and brought some financial gain to the HELPER. 

However, the principal cause of our improved financial condition is the 
result of a net gain of 145 subscribers during the year. Thi, gain in number of 
subscribers, and prompt payment of subscriptions, enables us to report that the 
deficit in current expenses is only about half as much as it was last vear. We 
are certainly all rejoiced over this increase in subscription list and decrease in 
deficit, and this favorable condition will enccurage all to conteaied and renewed 
(ffort during the coming year. 

In securing subscribers one has to meet some discouragements. such as lack 
of money, lack of interest in missions, !ack of workers. These and other difficuliics 
must be met tairly and overcome as tar as possible. Read carefully the HELPER 
and become thoroughly familiar with the aims of each department, and in sym- 
pathy with each. 

Read the Open Letter from the editor in the December issue and know 
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something of what the HELPER has to offer for the coming year. Enter upon the 
work with enthusiasm and sincerity. Both of these qualifications are necessary 
to secure the interest of those whom you wish to have subscribe. 

Is the question asked why would we increase the circulation of our HELPER? 
Because be believe every woman in the church wishes to have a share in aggres- 
sive Christian work. She can take her share only when she has learned what has 
been done, where and by whom it has been done, and how much remains to be 
done. Because so large a number of our women know nothing about missionary 
work in foreign lands, and in consequence are uninterested, will not you who do 
read and do know ask your neighbors to join our ranks? Because “ the night 
cometh when no man can work.” Remember that Christians of to-day are 
responsible for hundreds that are dying without knowledge of the way of salva- 
tion. Will you not help to send this silent messenger into every family in our 
church, for it will bless the reader? Prayer and gifts will follow, and our heathen 
sisters will also be blessed. We desire this increase of circulation for the year 
nineteen hundred and three. We ask all present readers to renew their subscrip- 
tions, and with them send new names.

Ir is a happy-hearted editor who pens her annual report. Our HELPER 
year has been a good one from an editorial point of view, while the sunshine in 
some of the publisher’s statements gives warmth in the “Sanctum” at Ocean 
Park, as well as in the home of the publishing agent in Providence. We believe 
that the influences of the Quiet Hour have helped our magazine and strengthened 
every other department of work ; and we repeat, “ Let us rejoice and give thanks 
together that in this twenty-fifth year of its life our magazine has gained new 
readers and friends, and be inspired to make renewed efforts to extend its useful- 
ness.” Shall we not make, also, a “ silver offering,” in recognition of this silver 
anniversary ? 

We are sure that there is no HELPER reader who does not feel that the 
magazine has a real reason for being, that it is, indeed, a disseminator of mission- 
ary intelligence ; but do we quite appreciate all it means to our work to have this 
medium of communication? Not only to keep in touch with our foreign field— 
a positive necessity ; but also to follow our treasurer in her travels to State Asso- 
ciations, Quarterly Meetings and conferences, and to gather news from the home 
field from her comprehensive “ Notes,” to hear Miss Moody’s clear call from the 
West ; to listen to our Cradle Roll secretary’s “ Familiar Talks” ; to know some- 
thing of what our auxiliaries are doing, as we read the family news in Words 
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from Home Workers; to watch the significant lengthening of the Roll of 
Honor ; to find opportunities of passing on a word of cheer through the Sunshine 
Department ; to think the thoughts of the Quiet Hour in unison ; to be able to 
watch the coming in of the “ mites and muckles,” through the page of Contri- 
butions, and to know just how they are used when we read the December 
number ; to have a glimpse of our publisher’s work in Providence, as well as that 
of our missionaries in India ; and last, but by no means least, to be able to study 
together the missionary subjects suggested in Helps for Monthly Meetings? All 
of these things, with the co-operation of many persons in many places, the 
HELPER brings before us, month by month. 

‘Via Christi’ was adopted as a text-book by a goodly number of auxiliaries 
and, by the majority of these, was heartily appreciated and considered a model 
of helpfulness as an introduction to the study of missions. A few auxiliaries have 
found it too difficult, have thought the outline programs in the HELPER not easily 
carried out, and have been discouraged because the books of reference were not 
obtainable by them. On the other hand, some societies have wished to greatly 
elaborate the helps for monthly meetings. Our programs are merely suggestive, 
and must be shaped to average needs ; the books of reference are mentioned for 
the aid of members who have access to libraries ; but it is cheering to believe, and 
worth while to remember, that although one may be ten miles from a library, but 
has an eager desire to learn and do, one will find the Bible, the missionary maga- 
zine, and one text-book ample material for a wide awake missionary meeting, 
with possibly far reaching results. ‘The study of India, with “ Lux Christi” for a 
text-book, appeals to us all. Let us study it together in 1903, in company with 
that larger band of workers of many names, but with the common desire to help 
our less fortunate sisters to find Christ. 

The several departments of the Missionary HELPER have been conducted 
as usual. For the first time music has been printed in the magazine, and 
through the courtesy of Mr. C. D. Salter, a friendly musical composer in Minne- 
sota, we may have occasional compositions written especially for us. 

The seventy-five missionary books, given by Mother Hills to the HELPER 
Library, including bound volumes of the HELPER and A/isstonary Review of the 
World, have a place by themselves in the “ Sanctum,” with the donor’s dear face 
looking down from the upper shelf. A few more books have been added by 
other friends, to whom we are grateful. In the October HELPER, Mrs. Jordan 
called attention to the elastic bookcase “ which can stretch to accommodate all 
the books on missionary matters any of you or your friends may feel inclined to 
place in it.” 

We frequently sigh for an elastic excheguer also, which would make possible 
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more space in Our magazine itself, more cuts, better paper, and so on ; but we are 
obliged to console ourselves with the bright remark of a reader who said, “ One 
reason why we are so fond of the HELPER is because we always wish there were 
more!” ‘ 

It would be pleasant to quote from letters and kind words of HELPER 
friends, written or spoken, during the year, if there were time. The expression 
of appreciation of young people has been especially gratifying, and the fact that 
volumes of the HELPER have been bound and placed in private, auxiliary, and 
public libraries for reference, is worthy of note. 

Every magazine, no doubt, has its pleasant outer circle of “ gentle readers ” 
with mutual benefit and kindliness, but it is always the faithful few—or the faithful 
many—on whom it must depend for food and raiment. The inner circle of 
workers do not pay so much a year for the missionary magazine, or denomina- 
tional paper, expecting a little more than their money’s worth of entertainment in 
return. No; they take these periodicals both as a duty and a pleasure, and 
having invested their small sums, they belong to the company, every member of 
which is personally interested in the returns, rejoicing over gains, sorrowing over 
losses, keenly alive to the vital needs of the concern, proud of its successes, eager 
to push its projects. To such as these we do not need to appeal for continued 
interest and effort, nor for remembrance in the Quiet Hour, during the twelve 
months which lie unread before us.

I.S.S. 

There will be a few articles on well known workers, including one about 
dear “ Ma Phillips,” and the sketches of the life of Mother Hills will be con- 
tinued from time to time. The publication committee have some interesting 
plans to carry out to make us better acquainted with their work, and the Words 
from Home Workers Department is yours to fill with crisp accounts of what you 
are doing in State, Quarterly Meeting, and auxiliary. There will be poems by 
Mrs. V. G. Ramsey, Mrs. Mary B. Wingate, Rev. Wellesley- Wesley, Lillian Adele 
Tourtillotte, and others ; and music written by Mr. Chester D. Salter. 

The Practical Christian Living pages will offer some things you will be glad 
to read, and the Still Hour will have more original thoughts in its little niche of 
peace. The Junior Department will furnish a program on India, one on thank- 
offering, and one for Little Light Bearers’ Day, besides other helps and the little 
stories and poems to please the children. 

Finally, we realize that there is many a slip between the plan and the fulfil- 
ment, but we-can very truly say that if our magazine is not even more helpful 
to-morrow than it is to-day, it will not be because editor, publishing agent, pub- 
lishing committee, HELPER agents, and many promised co-workers, have not 
tried faithfully and prayerfully.
